} WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. (Canadian Press).-A flood of 
British gold expected to come into this country is worrying 
treasury officials and giving concern in Great Britain, according 
to treasury circies. The gold is to be paid by the British gov- 
ernment on principal anc interest of its debt to the country. 

In December, the British governmeni is obligated to pay 
about $90,000,000 and the presert outlook is that it will be paid 
in gold. In the next year, about $160,000,000 will be pdid. The 
British can pay in gold or United States government securities, 
but as the latter are abovespar the natural course is to pay in 
gold, The outlook is for such an influx as to be burdensome to 
the United States, while the tendency will be to drain Kurope 
}| of its gold supply.
